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m MILLS SEEN FOR NEW COLLEGE 
Bucks Taxes Up % Mill, More Likely

Bucks County’s real estate tax 
rate is going up three-quarters 
of a mill and it m ay increase 
by 2*4 mills. 


The Bucks County Board of 
Com m issioners today gave ap­ 
proval to a tentative budget of 


$6,482,307 for general purposes 
and $1,358,159 for institutional 
district. 


The reason the final figure 
m ay reflect a 2V4-mill tax hike 
is that the com m issioners’ ten­ 
tative budget presented today 
does not include the com munity 
college m illage which is expect­ 
ed to be l l/2 mills. 


With a 1965 m illage of IO mills 
— the sam e ra te as two years 
ago — the increase will m ean 
about $2.37 annually to the av er­ 
age ow ner of a home assessed 
at $3,300. Should the tax rate go 
up 2% mills, after the com m un­ 
ity college costs are included, 
the increase would 
be about 
$7.42 annually per homeowner. 
The com m unity c o 11 e g e ’s 


budget is expected to be an­ 
nounced tonight by Judge John 
P. Fullam , chairm an of the col­ 
lege’s board of trustees. 


L ast year, the county com m is­ 
sioners had reduced the 
tax 
rate to 9% mills. 
One m ill yields the county 
$429,000.

In the m idst of these political 
developm ents, a U.S. m ilitary 
spokesm an

m orning. An A m erican officer 
and a V ietnam ese officer w ere 
killed.

governm ent troops killed a total 
of 460 Com m unist Viet Cong 
guerrillas in the week ending 
Jan. 
23. 
V ietnam ese 
losses 
were 200 killed. 


T here w as no m ilitary action 
and no bloodshed. The m ilitary 
leaders sim ply bowed to the de­ 
m ands of the Buddhists for the 
overthrow of Huong, withdrew 
their support from his govern­ 
m ent and placed K hanh back in 
power. 


The chain of events brought 
prom pt reaction from the Bud­ 
dhists. 


Thousands of them jam m ed 
the N ational Buddhist C enter 
here this evening to celebrate 


the overthrow of Huong’s gov­ 
ernm ent. 


The center issued a com m u­ 
nique, broadcast over the gov­ 
ernm ent radio, ordering Bud­ 
dhist follow ers to stop dem on, 
strating against the governm ent 
in 
the 
w ake 
of 
hte 
arm ed 
forces’ coup d ’etat. 


Police took down the b a rri­ 
cades which had sealed off the 
center, and about 5,000 of the 
faithful sw arm ed in to attend a 
cerem ony ending a seven - day 
hunger strike by five leading 
monks. 
They had pledged to 
bring down Huong’s governm ent 
or sta rv e them selves to death.
